An Hour's Chat— He Gives Some Valu- 
able' Hints an^: Import; 
aart Suggestions. 



TliQ printers and ncwfipiiper men of tho 
city took Mr. G. W. Childs in hand yeater- 
ilaj', and by their uctioii'i proved to liini tliat 
they were no lens enailnl thuii tlicir felh)W 
worl;er8 of tlio United Stiitea. Had tlie 
programme for receiving their diatingniahed 
visitor been elaborately mapped out and 
arranged luforo liis arrival, Mr. C'hiUla' 
would not have felt nea' Jy so comfortable. 
As it wa^<, llie prdcixdin;;.-! of the wliohMbiy 
eoulil not h:ive been ;;ol tl.iT)u;^h in bctlcr 
taalc or in a more ple. siiig iniuiner. A 
presentation, a long, informal chat on all 
Icinds of topics, a quiet, rambling drive, and 
tlieii iuiotlior loiif;, luiini.ited .talk — that was 
all. I'.ut, tl;c few who.si: pris'ile;^o it; was to 
miML;lo v.itli the visitor.; and enjoy their 
coiupanionHhip will tal.e a lon^' time for- 
getting liie enjoyable time they bpi lit.

HolliMvay in pi eseuting it tell- 
ing biin liuw deeply gratiiied v.ere tho 
munibcrs of the Union present to have been 
enabled to see and shake the hand of the 
man who had done so inueii for ihc craiL 
and for luimanity. 

The reply made by Mr. Childs was 
characteristic of the liiaii. It was simply 
a straightforward talk, during the course of 
which ho travelled over fcubjeet after sub- 
ject in the siiiiio plain, easy way, brighten- 
ing up an admonishment with a well-timed 
jest and proving his deep knowledge of the 
world and more eepesially his familiarity 
with every item of the work of the printer, 
publisher and newspaper man. There wag, 
no nonsense about what he said, and it was 
part of his innate modesty that caused him 
throughout the interview to liint at his 
past life when ho thought S,'J u week riches 
and u oanvas sack u couch lit for a king. 
Then he deocribed his early struggles, how, 
when a yniiiiL' man, he had told, tho pro- 
prietor of t!ie Ledger that be "would own 
that jiaper siniii; day," and how eventually 
be overcame every diliicully. How bo saw 
his (ipportuTiil y during tlie (irogress of the 
civil war, and liow, evuiitii.illy, lie did own 
the piiper, and smoii switched it oil' into the 
high, road to suecesH. He spoke of his own 
eiiiploj'CH, the principles he inculcated 
among them, llie iiiteftiily he demanded of 
them, the absolute veto a;.Miiisl leick- 
bitiiig or saying evil of ime's iieighlp;ir ii; 
tliu ediliiiiai III iiew.s columns of the paie-r. 
'I'lieii he brancln d out into a .skeicli of his 
tour, giving l-.is iiiipressiiin.'-i ef thu various 
i.-iii'S, telling <if liiii deliglii Cil w.ai'leriiieno 
at. tlie size iii.d iinportaiieo of the news- 
papers on the Coast, lii.s ailiiiiratioii of the 
way in which they were conducted, and the 
store of kuowbalgo that ho was carrying 
h iine as a result of Ins trip. Ho then de- 
.•^ciila d the, handsfime gifts he had received 
fixim variou , ..•en I res, and told those present 
ti:at he intended tn place everything 
ill an lione.i\d jj.'iidtion in the ChiidK. 
Drexid institute. He assured t!ie mem- 
bera of thq Union that their address, 
frauHsd and hung, woidd oeeupy no 
mean place in that institution, and 
that it woidd always ho looked ou by him 
with kind recollections of a very happy 
day's sojourn on British soil. Ho described 
his reception in this city as being the moat 
pleasant that had been toudered to him 
since he left Chicago, and heartily tliankeil 
the iMayor and all present for the splendid 
niaiinor in which they had chosen to wel- 
coiiio hhn, lie wan pleaoed to see that the 
proprietors of the Victoria newspapers were 
all men who Iiad le en tlirmigh the mill, and 
\>iio liicr. foK^ weie ill ii.p.i.lby v.'ilh and 
understood the men that worked under 
them. Xo ediicatiim in the world was 
eqiiid to ( Imt obtained in ;i. new spajier ollice. 
Jt wa.'i the most liberal and eom])lete history 
of life that a man could learn. The speaker 
then touched on the evils of intemporanco, 
explained tho working ot tho great Childs- 
Drexel Jiistitnte and how it was to be made 
the nieans of educating young men and 
women to lead good useful lives in dilTorent 
trades and professions, licforo concluding 
ho thanked all present most henrtily for their 



kindness, and expreseed tho hope that 
any of them visit I'biladclphia they would 
call on him and onjoy bis hospitality. 

Mayor Heaven then reiterated his wel- 
come to the distinguished gentleman, and 
told him that the honor conferred on Vic- 
torians by his visit would never be forgot- 
ten. He continued by saying that the 
nuignilicent gifts that Mr. Childs had given 
to humanity, the perpetual fame with which 
his name was surrounded in eonseipienee, 
and his character and life work, made tjieir 
visitor a figure that any body of men might 
well be proud to have in their mid.st, 

Mr. W. H. L;;iis of the Colonist, added 
his welcome on behalf of this paper, lo the. 
Mayor's. Ho said that although the news- 
papers of Kritisli Columbia had many seri- 
ous dilliciilties to ennteud against, they 
were a creditable rellection of daily life in 
the centres of i)opulation in the province. 
Nothing but harmony existed between the 
printers and their employers. He was glad 
to have tho opportunity of seeing and 
sneaking to such a diBtinguished cititcn of 
the United States ond a man who had de- 
voted his w hole life to doing good to other 
peiiple, and to make the lot of the laboring 
classes a. happy one. 

Mr. Tcmpleiniui, for the Times, made a 
neat speech, giving Mr. Childs a clear ac- 
count of the newspaper business in the pro- 
vince and of the methods of the loaal of- 
fices. He spoke with pride of the friendly 
feeling that existed between the difteront 
newspapers, and joined with the Mayor and 
Mr. Ellis in expressing his gatiafaotion at 
havnig come into contivok with a man who 
was loved and who?o name WBS respected 
wherever union jiiiiiterB lived. 

Mr. Kciiwick, on behalf of the News, ex- 
tended a greeting to the visitors and, in a 
few words, tobf Mr. Childs how deeply 
grateful all jiriiiters were for his magiiili- 
ceiit conception of the (Jliihia- 1 )rexel Homo. 

Mr. "Waliei- Kurtz, through wdiose hard 
woik most of the success of the reception 
was due, then (Stepped forward and asked 
that Mrs. Childs might be sent for. Thit 
laily entered the room, and Mr. Ivurt/. prc- 
.■-■eiited her with three beautiful brapiets of 
llowers and several souvenir copies of Vie- 
tni ia lilustraled. The recijiieiit of the little 
gifts was t ben introduced by her liusliaiid 
to several of those present, and she remain- 
(al, chatting pleasantly, till the close of the 
iiilervicw. 

At ;> o'clock the committee of the Union 
escorted Mr. and .Mrs. Cliilils and Mr. and 
Mrs. McCarter, in carriages, to lv-i|uimalt, 
the press representatives, the Mayor and 
the U. S. Contul, accompanying the party, 
at the reipiest of Mr. Childs. A short stop 
was made at Pioneer Hall, on the way, and 
a few minutes were, spent pleasantly in 
looking over the photographs and speci- 
mens. ICsijniiniut was reached, shortly af- 
terwards, and Capt. Jjambton, of the War- 
spite, with his usual courtesy, at once dis- 
patched a ateani launch to the shore to take 
tbe party off to the flagship. An hour was 
taken n'p in looking over tho magnificent 
warship, the. visitors ejcprcsaing , their won- 
der at her size and Btreugtb, and evincing 
thi: greatest interest in every^detail of her 
appointments. Tho city was reached again 
at dusk, and at 8.30, the Itingaton took 
over to Tacoma tho party whose visit will 
long be lookeil back upon as a thing to bo 
cherished in nu mory.

Captain Chester and 
his forces will proceed up Fish river in 
native skin boats. The journey will be 
attended. with great danger, owing to tho 
roughnesB of.the bouiitry,-. and about four 
weeks' time will be^ consumed making tho 
round'trip from tho heiid ot tho bay to the 
(iolovino Klines, a diatanec of 120 miles. 
Their procrrcsa will be iinpcdod, too, by the 
strong currents anil numerous rapids of 
Fiali river. Native boats arc especially 
suitable for such a trip, however, on ac- 
count of their lightne.^3. Upon coming to 
an impaasahle torrent, the natives wdll take 
the boat, largo cnongli to carry ten men, 
under hia arm, and simply walk around tho 
euturacts. At this season of tho year a 
great many natives in this vicinity are lay- 



ing in ft winter's supply ot salmon, with 
which Fish river abounds. Captain Ches- 
ter has seen the liah in such largo numbers 
as to form a solid body the entire width_ of 
the stream. The fish are caught and dried 
for the long winter nights of the far North. 

Captnro or Mexican IlcvdinllouaTlcs. 

San Antonio, Tex., Juno 3.— Dr. Orne- 
las, Mexican Consul in this city, this morn- 
ing, received n telegram from Mexican 
authorities, stating that the three revolu- 
tionaries who escaped from jail, near Edin- 
burgh ranch, in this State, had been 
captured.

OUTRAGE ON AN EDITOR. 

Two unitary Men Foiled in an Attempt to- 
Force nn Apology From a Ger- 
man Editor. 

Bkiilin, Juno 2.— Tho feeling between tho 
civilians and mi itary in Spoycr has been 
wrought up to tho hitrheat pitch by tho at- 
tempt of two lieulcnanta to cut down llcrr 
Wolir, editor of tho Spoycr Ga/.ette in his own 
liouae. Four days aKO, Lleiitenaatl Max 
llopfiicr.of the lath Bavarian infant ry, knocked 
senseless in tho street a militia coi'poral 
who, ho imagined, did not properly salutu 
him. Next luorninR the Speyer Gazette 
contained a brief account, nf tho occurrcnoo 
DiuiuK tlie day. Editor Wold' rnnelvod niimor. 
ous lettera demanding that ll-iiCiior bo rourt- 
mavlialed, in order that hu mi,;ai, bo disgrace i 
and caaliiercd. The following day, Ilorr Wolfl" 
responded by publishing a commentary upon 
Kopfner'a conouct, charging him with cow- 
ardly and dl-graceful behavior. Hopfner, ac- 
cotnpanied by Jjieulenant Diehl, started for 
Wolll's house, vitli tliu avowed intention oC 
forcing lum to roirnct and apologizo in his 
journal. Wolll' having received notice in ad- 
vance of llioir intentions, was "not at homo." 
Ilojifner and L'ielii, however, forced tho door, 
and, having drawn their sworda, began 
searching tho houso for Woill". Tlioy 
found him at hisdi-sk. Hoiifner doinandod an 
irnnu diai.e apoloKy. Wolfl' refused, and, when 
tho otUcera tried to torco him to tho wall, ho 
fouglit back. As Hopfner raised his sword to 
strike, Wolff snatched a revolver from his 
desk, an"! shouted to Hopfner : "Stop, or 1 will 
shoot." Hopfnor and Diehl backed liurriedly 
out ot the room. WolH' followed them to the 
atroet, and reported llie outrage, at tlie aamo 
time sending notir(! of the allair to thu com- 
inai.dor ot the garrison." Thoapologj haanotap- 
jieareil. nnd tho people are determined to sup- 
jiort KdilorWoliTincascany further demand 
lie mndo. Tho whole city is in an uproar over 
the all'air.

OUH " COUSINS." 



We are very glad to know that the mem- 
bers of the National Association of Kditors 
of the United States, who visited Victoria 
on Thursday, were well pleased with the 
way in which they were treated. Victoria 
is, it appears, the only British city which 
they visited on their exonrsion, and it is 
gratifying to hear that their impressions of 
it are lavoruhle, and that their recollection 
of its inhabitants will be pleasant. One 
has oidy to ace these Americans and to talk 
with them to realize that they are our 
"cousins," and it is a good thing for rela- 
tives to be friendly and to have a good 
opinion of each other. 

It is just possible that a few of our 
visitors were prejudiced against Britishers, 
a nd had formed notions of their habits and 
their Goverumiuital institutions that 
are not exactly accurate. A visit 
of . even two or tbree hours to • o 
British oity, and a little unrestrained talk 
with British subjects nnay have caused some 
of them to think that, perhaps, they had 
misjudged both the British people and tlie 
influence of the monarchical form of Gov- 
ernment. . TVe venture to say that, when 
■ some of our visitors have occasion again to 
. write about Canada and Canadians, and the 
~. effects of British rale, their discerning read- 
' ers will notice, in their articles, the influ- 
ence of their sliurt visit to Victoria. 

There is notliing lil;u personal experience 
ti clear the ndnd of prejudices and iniscou- 
oeptions. The American editors must have 
aecn that the Canadians, who live in Vic - 
' 't oria, at any rate, feel well towards their 
American neighbors, and are ready, in all 
friendly intercourse, to meet them nior'j 
than halt way. Ju \'ictoria tliey niiisl liavu 
felt themselves almost as mucli at homo as 
they did in any American city 
which they visited for the first 
time. The Victorians could hardly have 
appeared to be foreigners in their eyes. The 
language they heard, the ajjpearance of the 
people they saw, and their surroundings 
generally must have been curiously familiar 
to them, and it must have re(juired an ell'oit 
of ndnd to realize that they were on 
foreign soil. Thin is how a Canadian feols 
in many American cities, and it is reason- 
able to conclude that this is how an Ameri- 
can feels in a Canadian city. The diirerenee 
b etween the citizens of the United States and 
the Canadian subjects of Queen Victoria are 
very few and very unimportant when they 
are compared ' with the points of resem- 
blance. Peoples that are so nearly alike 
should be good friends, and should cultivate 
neighborly relations. 

THE FORCE OF IM I'RESSIOXS. 

The power of the ndnd over the body 
was shown in a very striking way a few 
d ly s ago, in a place called Wellington, in 
Kansas State. A young man, named Joseph 
Hardin, was a good' deal too attentive to 
some ladies in the village to please their 
husbands. Some of them determined to 
give the lady-killer a scare. Tliey prevail- 
ed.upon a lady to answer a note she had re- 
ceived [lom him, making an appointment 
to meot hini at a certain place, which she 
named, ffliardin, at the appointed time, 
WAS at irg' rendezvous. The lady was there, 
too, bufseeiried a little hhy, and led the 
way to a less fre(|uentcd place. She sud- 
denly disappeared, and Hardin found him- 
self seized liy four masked men. They told 
him to prepare to die, for they had deter- 
mined to shoot hiiu at once. Having bound 
and blindfolded him, the]^ seated him on 
a box which he believed to be hla cofSn. 
After a short delay one of the men gave the 
word to lire. The report of the gun fol- 
lowed immediately, but it was pointed 
upward. Simultaneously with the report 
one of the men touched Hardin on the head. 
He fell forward and it was thought that he 
had fainted, but all attempts to resuscitate 
him were vain. The man was dead. The 
jokern had killed their vielim. ^Jn \e.iu 
killed by mental shock — perhaps friglitened 
to death. 

It is now askoJ " if a man can be killed 



by the idea that ho is going to ho killed, 
why can't ho bo cured by the idea that ho 
can be cured ?" There is no doubt that many 
are cured in this way. livery one has 
observed what efTect the mental con- 
dition of the patient has ou the pro- 
gress of disease, and how it alleets 
his chances ot recovery. If the sick 
man is downhearted, if ho loses courage 
and believes that he is going to die, his 
chances of recovery are few. The proba- 
bility ia that he suceundjs to the disease. 
Ou the other liand, wlien the patient ia 
cheerful and plucky, and determined to get 
well, he is pretty sure to recover. The 
M hole secret of what ia called Christian 
science lies, we believe, in the : power of 
strong impressions to afiTeot the health. 
When the disorder is idmply nervous al- 
most everylhing depends upon the state of 
tlie patient's nund. Who do'js not know 
that fear and sorrow and anger sometiniea 
make people seriously iU. The curative 
eirccts of faith and joy and liope, and pleas- 
ant companionship are equally visible to the 
observant. The mind, ito fact, has a good 
deal more to do with disease and its cure 
than most people imagine. 



UXACaOUXTAllLF MISRFFRESEN- 
TA TION. 

^Ir. David Opiienheinicr, ox-^Iayor of 
Vancouver, when ho was in Montreal, two 
or three weeks ago, was interviewed l)j' a 
representative of the ( lazette, of that city. 
.•\m(jiig other things, Mr. ( )iiiienheiiner is 
rcfjorted as .saying : 

" \'on l'".i'.atern ])eo])le, I prosmne, liavo 
heard of the Siu'piiard and Koutenay rail- 
way nuitter. For the privilege of draining 
our graiul mineral resources into the States 
they modestly ad; us to give them a land 
siihaidy. Of course, the jiiiblio sentiment 
ia against them. Tlie C.l'. K. are already 
prepaiing to tap that country by a railway 
through the Crows' Nest Puss. This com- 
pany deserves every consideration from 
ISritish Cohuubia and the Donunion." 

Of com'se, a shrewd man of business, as 
Mr. Oppeuhoiuier undoubtedly is, did not 
believe one word of the rubbish he allowed 
himself to utter about "draining our grand 
mineral resources into the States." This is 
the sort of stnff that politicians and specu- 
lators talk to ignorant and narrow-niiudod 
men when they are endeavoring to prevail 
upon them to vote against a railway pro- 
ject which it is their intention to kill. These 
politicians and speculators know well enough 
that it is to the interest of every part of the 
Dominion to have railway communication 
with the States. Railway lines, they know, 
run from New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario 
and Manitoba into the States, not to drain 
the grand mineral, agricultural and tim 
ber resources of those provinces, but 
to facilitate trade, and thus add to 
the wealth of the country. The C. P. 
R., which Mr. Oppenheimer truly says 
deserves every consideration at the hands 
of loth the Dominion and the provinces 
does not hesitate to make connections with 
the American railway system wlienovcr and 
wherever it suits its interests to do so. In 
constructing roads to the boundary line it 
furthers both its own interests and the in 
terests of this country. Its great rival, the 
Grand Trunk, does the same. If any one 
in the eastern provinces would denounce 
those great Railway Companies alleging tliat 
they drained the resources of the country 
he would be laughed at as a fool or con 
demued as a shallow schemer. And is 
British Columbia to be denied ad- 
vauiiiges which are enjoyeil by all the other 
provinces which border the Uinted .States? 
Can the railway extension which is an ad- 
vantage to New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario 
and Manitoba bo an injury to British Col- 
umbia? Mr. Oppenheiner knows very well 
that it can not. 

He must he well convinced that the Nel- 
son and h'ort Sheppard Railway, which can 
be built immediately, will bo of immense 
advantage not only to the Kootenay coun- 
try but to every part of the Province of 
British Columbia. What that rich district 
wants for its development is railway .iccom- 
modation. Let it have that acconuiiodat ion, 
no matter from what direction, and settlers 
will pour into the country, towns will be 
built and its mineral resources will bo 
developed. An addition of thirty or forty 
thousand thus made to the population of 
the province would give a stimulus to its 
busincs.s which wotdd ))0 felt in all its cities 
and ECttlcnients, let them be situated where 
they may. This, the iieople of the province 
.know,andtheyareaccordingIy almost unani- 
mous in favoring tho Nelson and Fort Shep- 
pard Railroad. 

Mr. Oppenlieimur must he both deaf and 
blind, if ho believes that piddic sentiment 
ia this province is against that road. When 
ho was in Victoria a few months 
a^o he must have hoard that rail- 
way project discussed, and he saw 
that tlio Legislature, with an almost 
unanimous vote granted it u charter. He 
saw, too, that the majority which voted for 
giving it tlie land grant which ho con- 
demned was literally a ssveeping one, there 
being, if we remember right, but two dis- 
sentients. The British Columbia Board of 
Trade, too, passed a resolution strongly re- 
commending both tho charter and tho land 
grant. 

These are indications that public sonti- 
meuL in this Province ia strongly in favor 
of the con.struotion of tfao Nelson and Fort 
Sheppard Railroad. Then Mr. Oppenheimer 
must know that tho British Columbia dele- 
gation in the House of Commons is, 
to a man, this year, in favor of tho 
road. This would hardly bo the 
ease if public sentiment in tho 
province ia opposed to the project. Tho re- 
presentatives of tho people, both in the 
Local Legislature and in tho Dominion Com- 
mons, are quick in gnaging public senti- 
ment, and it is not likely that they would, 
with Hinf'ular unanimity. i-iij)port a railroad 
scheme which is condemned by public opi- 
nion. It is Vt-ell known hero that Mr. Op- 
pjnhoimor is wrong. He is so very far 



wrong, both as to his arguments and hia 
I facts, i,hat wo have tho greatest difficulty 
j in believing he made use of the language 
w hioh is attributed to him in the Gazette. 
I It is far easier for us to believe that he was 
, grossly misreported, than that ho, in 
I Montreal^ assumed tha role of an obstruc- 
tive and a mossback.

They then 
smashed all tho furniture of the prison, and 
tried to lind tho Governor, whom they in- 
tended to kiU. He had been warned by 
tho fleeing guards, however, and had left 
tlio prison. The convicts got two beams, 
and woro pounding at tho outer gates of the 
prison when tho military, summoned by a 
guard, arrived. General Saledo, commander 
of the garrison, shouted to tho convicts to 
desist, at the same time thieatouing to can- 
nonade tho gates in case they refused. 
During tho parleying. General Saledo 
mounted tho wall of tho prison and ex- 
plained to the convicts tho impossibility of 
escape. The oonriota eventually consented 
to submit. The military were marohod 
into tho prison, and tho convicts woro 
taken back to their quarters. The ring- 
leaders will be shot.

Tho ships CarrolUon, Cap- 
tain Lswis; the Sea King, Captain Pierce, 
and the Oriental, Captain Parker, were iu 
port waiting for cargoes of coal. Captain 
Parker, being, in need of water. 
Ret tho ensiga at the peak, which 
is a signal for the water-boat to come 
alongside. Captain Pierce observed the 
signal, and, thinking it was io honor of 
Memorial Day, ran up his colors.

Captain Freeman, of the 
Glory of the Sens, had come dosvn from De- 
parture Ij'iy, and was astonished to see tlie 
American veagelswith theircolorsat thepeak.

Macliiuery. 



An Expensive and Conipllcated Plant, 
. and How lt WIU 
be Used. 



Tho bnrk Ariuilno Ims juBf diaclmrh'cil a vory 
lurKO iinrt oxtroinoly val\inblu jjorL.oii of lior 
ciu'h'o, wliic'h couaid'.s of tlio principal iim- 
cliiiiory for ihe nuw Dapur mill at Albunii. It 
has uU arrived Bately. with the exception of 
tv.'o small breakages which can easily bo niado 
good. 

Tho maobtnoty bolonKinb' to the company 
niakoa op four .separate pl.xnta— a wood pulp 
plant, a paper making plant, a bag inakinK 
plant, and a sawmUl outfit. Tho pulp mill con- 
sists ot one masslvo chipping machlno, with 
heavy chippinR disc C ft. G in. in dia- 
Dioter, which will chip Io^h lui lo SxlS. 
Tho knives aro llxcd to tho disc-, wliii.li ri!- 
Volvos at tho Hpoed of 181) per ininnto. and will 
dlsposo of about twuidy ton« of leys per day. 
Connected by a conveyor with tlii.s niachiuo is 
nnolher, equally ht-avi' and massive, forerusli- 
in^ up the chipH as thoy aro inado, tho object 
attained by this severe crushing being Unit tlie 
wood is bettor prepared for the boUlng. the 
fibres bein.; nil opened out and partly disiii- 
tcKratcd. 

The next oporation is tho boiling of tho cliips 
inaglob\iIar revolving boilor, of which there 
nro two in this plant. Theso boilors aro each 
abont seven feotindianioter.nnd v^ry strongly 
mado. A. large manhole with suit- 
able bolto, eta, closes the opening 
by which tho chips nro flUod In. 
Tho liiinid 10 boil the wood boinc first intro- 
duced, the boiler revoh e-i, anil when the mix- 
ture liai Ijci.'u HUliicient.y boiled, tho lids are 
taken od', and tlio boiioiti automatically empty 
themselves into sni.all wa^^ons placetl below to 
receive the dbre, wliieh is now partially re- 
duced to tho consistency of pulp. 

If the \s oo(l is a soft or non-resinous fibre, or 
in case of wa^i u jiaper boing utilized, tho next 
process is to till tiie boiled matorinl Into two 
lar^'o Koller^cacKs or granito-edgod runners. 
Tho rnnnintc stones nro live foot In diameter by 
KS inches wule. These mnchinca havesoUaot- 
inf,' attachments for keeping tho pulp always in 
front of tho running atones. In the process for 
strong fibres the boiled material is poured into 
oval beating machines in which a heavy roll of 
motal with stool knives on the olrcumforenca 
revolves at a speed ot 200 por minuto. This 
roll circuiates tho pulp around tho oval tanks 
and grinds iit the same time. 

When tho pulp is sudlciently reduced, it is 
cinplied by a valve at the bottom of tho lank 
into a cast i roii circular receiver, and then kept 
in constant nunii)n. In connection with this 
part of tho mill t hero is also a rag and rojio- 
c itting m ichino, capable ot preparing ton tons 
of rags, etc.. daily; also steam tanks, tor eo ik- 
ing waste papers, taking out the Ink from 
printed papers, and preparing both for manu- 
Xacturo. 

Tho papor-making ranohlne marks tho second 
process in tho formation of the liquid pulp into 
tho Bheot of paper. This oporation is performed 
by straining too pulp through a special ma- 
chine, which .separates all tlie kno's or lumps 
from tho liner pulp. This machine con- 
sUts ot n massive brass receiver, tho 
bottom of which is covered with 
slots of the necessary widtli. by which a 
jogging motion is Kiven Lo tiiis receiyiir. Tno 
paiier making macliino consists of that portion 
in which the wet pulp is llrst received. This is 
made up of a line iron Iramework, copper and 
brass rollers, and an endle^3 piece of brass wire 
cloth; also two thick, endless bands ot India 
rubber. Thu formation ot the wot pulp into 
the damp shoot ot paper is continuous. 

Atlor loiving tho wire cloth the paper, in its 
llrststago as paper, is passed on endless blan- 
kets through heavy press rollers, and tliunco 
under and over live sleam-hcatod drying cylin- 
ders. Those thoroughly dry tlie shoot of paper 
ns fast as it is made. The jiaper is then pa.H3cd 
through a stock of calendar n 'Is, and wound 
on a si)00l— tho sheet of paper, as llnlfllicd, is 
often dvo feet wide, by any length wanted, 

Tlie machine for cutting the reels of 
paper into s(|uare sheets is a large and heavy 
one. It is intended to he used when the manu- 
facture of paper necessitates a mucli larger and 
wider paper making mncliino than tlio ono 
described above. This cutting macliino will 
cut a sheet 112 Inches wide, or any width down 
to 6 inches, and any length from U inches to 114. 
Tho paper, in passing through, never stops; tho 
knife that makes the cross out Is a revolving 
one. 

The paper bog machine is a marvel of ingen- 
uit}', . ItlsdeiUned to make any size of bag, 
from the ono to hold four ounces of chocolates 
up to tho ono for l ounds of suijar. The 
machine works at a siieed of (! ) tu '2M biiKs iiur 
minute, and will also print anything wanted 
on the hugs ;is they are made, tho jirinting 
cipacity being lO.i per hour. Tho bags aro 
pressed, pantcil, dried, printed and delivered 
ready for I h ; m.uliiil all at tin: one operation. 

The boiler.-; and power machinery are already 
at the mill site, at the llrst rapids on tho So- 
mass river, Alberni, where everything will be 
in running order by July. The sawmill ma- 
chlntry all came from the Eiat and is the very 
boat obtainable, as, in fact, is every part ot tho 
plant.

FI y H KRY PROTECTION. 

Aiuerlcaii KiHlipnnen Dlssiitlsfled V<'Uh the 
Limits of the Close .Si-iisnii on tho Sound. 

Ki;.\TTi.i;, June :!.— Flegnar Oahl, a fish ex- 
porter, of I'ort Townsend, complains of tlio op- 
eration of tho State lav/ prohibiting tho catch- 
ing of salmon in I'uget Sound and its tributar- 
ies, from March 1 to Juno 1, each year. He 
chiinis that the law works great h.-irdahips on 
tho fishermen, and gives no protection to tho 
flili ; that the salmon como into tho sound in 
very imall qu mlitles during tho closed period, 
going to tho mouths ot theatruanisandalong the 
shores seeking food, but not to spawn, ns 
tho water is too cold. Then in Juno and July 
the jack aii l lyeo salmon run more heavily, 
but Ihey do not spawn unlil later, and in 
August and S(!pteniber the great rush of 
salmnn come in on their spawning run. Ho 
claims tliat the regular spav.iung season is 
from October l.'i to December 1, and tlfat this 
might b') made the clo-icd perird, with pro- 
tection to the llsh ami v.ilhout in.jin-y lo any 
ono. for tho Salmon an; then poo'- and soft , and 
unfit for use. eru^^■ding up llu: fresh water 
Streams, in which piles of Iheni are killcil and 
thrown away on account of their pom- ipialily. 
Ho says that every llsherman will bear him out 
in his staleinentB regarding tho hulilts of the 
salmon, and be feels that a thorough knowl- 
edge ot the subject will lend to a change in tho 
law, 

10. 15. Ainswortli, of tho firm ot Ainsworth & 
Dunn, ll.->h dealers in Seatile, says : ■"rhcro is 
no oecaidon for iirotecting fish in salt water. It 
is not done anywhere else in the world. It 
would be all rlnht lo proto> t salmon in the 
freshwater streams from Eiiy Octobm' la to 
Dueemlau- 1, when theyaresi) iwning, but there 
is no occasion for protecting them in tho 
iSound. As it is now, tho law is a farce, and 
Be(uns lo liavo lioen inspired by tho caiiiiers, 
who always hate to see a fresh thh on tho 
m irkot. it is tho same way on tho Columbia 
river, only there the closed sonson is from 
March 1 to April 1. Then tho canners open up 
and run their canneries unUlJuly 1, when there 
is another closed season. The olrectof the law 
here is lo wru'k hardsliip on the llshermen, who 
rely on tlirii' n aile ns a nUMiiM (jf nialan^; a 
living." 



TllK CANAli QUESTION. 

IS'UCB Uetwcen Canada and tho UnltP'i StivtcB 
—AllegtiCL Dlscrlmlnatlona Against 
the Latter. 

\V.\sui.N'(iroN, June :!.— Hon. fleorgo Ko.'jtcr, 
Canadian Minister of Finance, and Hon. I\Iac- 
konzlo Bowoll, Canadian Minister ot MUltla, 
representing Canada, and Secretary Blaino and 
Gen. J.W. Poster, representing tho United 
PtatC". met in eonferoneo this morning at I ho 
State deuarlinent lo discuss the dllforonces be- 
tween tlio t wo countries arising out ot the 
exactions of Ihe tolls on American vcssola pas- 
sing through the Welland Canal. The Confer- 
ence will last tever/'l days. Semetary lilaine 
left Ihe conference shortly after it opined to at- 
tend the eabiniit meeting, but returni.Ml within 
half an hour, it is stated that under the I real y 
arrangements with Orcat Uritain the vessels of 
this Uovernmont and those of Canada are to 
have like privileges in passing through the 
Canals connecting tho groat lakes. As a result 



tho Canadian vessels are allowed to pasa 
through tho Sault Sto. Mary Canal without 
paying tolls, and tho same through the St. 
Claire Flats Canal. In thia respect tho Cana- 
dian vessels havo precisely the snnio privileges 
as vessels belonging to the United States, but 
as regards tho Welland Canal the Canadian 
Government has, it is alleiicd. violaled tho 
treat y by discriminating under a rebate syst em, 
Hy tills method, if a vessel goes through lo 
Montreal t.linre is a rebate ])aid on tho 
tolls collert al at tho Welland Canal, but 
if a vessel does not go through to Montreal 
tho rebate i.s not jiaid. In this way any vessel 
bound for an American port on Lake Ontario 
has to pay very much larger tolls at tho \> el- 
land Canal than a vessel that goes through 
to Jlontrenl. This discrimination has proved 
very injuriouslo tlio trade of Oswego. Ogdeiis- 
buig an. 1 other Aineriean porta on Lake O i- 
tai io. Tlie N. Y., Ontario and Western Ky. 
recently constructed ftxponslve coal trestles at 
Oswego with a view of shipping coal to the 
We.'.t by Ljike, but it found tiint the oxcoaslvo 
tolls of the Welland Canal seriously Interfered 
w itli this project. It is for the purpose of pre- 
venting unjust iliserlminatlon \hat the present 
conference is called.

The adjourned regular meeting of tho 
City Council was held in tho City Kall^ 
last nightl There were present Mayor 
lieivven, in the chair, and Aid. Hall, IIuu- 
ler, Lovell, Munn, MeKillican, .Styles, 
llutubor. Baker, and Bragg. 

The minutes of the lust meeting were 
adopted as read, and the Council then pro- 
ceeded to advertised business. 

Ai.i). LovKLi, moved that tho Council 
authorize Ihe City Treasurer to pay tho 
aum of S'J7,10',).-IS to persona who were 
taxed for ini])rovement.s ihiring tho year 
ISIIl. AM. .Munn sccondcil. — CarrieJ. 

Ai.ii. MfNN iiiovi'd, .secoiuled by Aid. 
Lovell, ih a the names of all peopl."; who 
liveii in the new city limits and who bail 
paiil their taxes, be placed on the uiunii'i- 
|f.il voters' list, as soon as the wariia liail 
lieeu deli lied. — Carried. 

Al.l). HtiNTlili moved, seconded by Aiil. 
Lovell that tlie Council do now go into 
Committee of the whole for tho inirpuao of 
considering the iip])licalinn to municipal 
matters of tlie Loi'al Im()rovement Clauses 
of tlie .Municipal Act, 1SU'_'. Carried. 

'i'iie Council then went into Committee of 
tlie whole to discuss tho (jueation. 

A I.I). HoNT£R* in introducing tho matter, 
Kiiid that the question was a moat import- 
ant one, and that in the discussion of it 
it would have to be remembered that Vic- 
toria was the capital of British Columbia, 
and tho commercial centre of the province. 
It was the duty of the Council to sec iliut 
Victoria did not recede from her position. 
The Local Inipro^ ?ment system was one 
tliat would help the city, 'and would keep it 
in its pl.icc us the leading commercial city 
ot the province. The scheme was one that 
put every ratepayer on an equality. 
The AUlernian then discussed the advan- 
tages of tlie ayatem, tlioronglily explaining 
its merits and culling ulleiition to tiie w.iy 
in which it was worked in other cities in 
Canada and tlie United Statea. 

Al.l). Li;vi;i,i, supported tho remarks of 
Alii. Hu.sti:k, and said that his vote would 
go with any motion that' had tho accept- 
ance of tlie loe.il improvement system as 
one of it J elausta. 

At.u. .McKii.i.U'.is thought that the time 
bad come when the local improvement act 
slionld be enforoeil. There waa no doubt 
tliat the running of water jiipe past prop- 
erty enhance:! the value of tli it property 
ten per cent, ami jicople should be made to 
pay in proporti.)n to that extent of im- 
provement. The Alilerman went on, 
strongly advocating tlie local improvement 
.system and laying down very atrongly the 
facta aa to its indisputable merits. 

Ald. BuAiic pointed out the jnatice of 
the principle of the Local Iiiiprovemeiii 
system. Under it every portion of the 
community would have just what it paid 
for — no more and no Ics^. 'J'lie constant 
stream of applications for improvenienta, in 
various dopartnieuts of city work, waa coii- 
tinually getting bigger, and the only thing 
to do away with these was the applicatiou 
of the Bysteniprqposed, and so ably advoca- 
ted, by Aid. Hunter. 

Ald. Baker said that ho could agree with 
neither Aid. Hunter nor Bragg. He did 
not believe tiiat the city waa yet ripe for 
such a system. In many parts of tho old 
limits there were people who had neither 
gravelled nor wooden sidewalks. He would 
oppose the proposition because he believed 
it \vould be unjust to many of tho citizens' 

Ald. UuMJiEK said that ■what ho would 
like to see was a main artery sewer built 
by the city, with a direct tax for sewers 
and water, baaed strictly on tlie frontage 
syatcm. It was the hardest thing in the 
^vorld to equalize taxation, and it was not 
an agreeable thing for anybody to pay 
taxes. 

Al.l). Hall supported Aid. Hunter's 
resolution. He was only surpriaed that 
the matter bad never been taken up in 
nr-cvifms years. 

Al.l). .Stvlls waa in favor of tho local 
improvement system if it were carried out 
properly, and would cast liia vote in favor 
of it. 

Ald. Munn said tliat the be:it feature 
of the proposed scheme waa probably that 
it would relieve the niunieipul treasury. 
In many cities ou the I'acitic Coast the 
streets hud to bo graded and sidewalkcd 
before thg city councils could accept them, 
and BO far as the first improvement in this 
way was concerned, the city could not be 
open to tho charge of reckless expenditure 
or ^vaste of public money. Besides, the sya- 
LcMi encouraged competition, and altogether 
it was so advisable that there could be no 
doubt of its success if adopted. 

TiiK ilAVOK suggested that tho fairest 
way to ileal with tho whole matter was to 
ciill a public meeting of the citizens and 
have the subject thoroughly ventilated 
and iliscuHsed. 

Ald. .Mi;.\n moved "That in the opinion 
of the Council the luutter of local im[)rove- 
meiit is capable of being cipiitably applied 
to ihe City of \'ictoria." 

Ald. Mi:nn's motion was carried. 

Al.l). Lo\ i;ll moved that the by-buv re- 
pealing the Wards By-law, bStlD, be now 
read a sccoml tiiiie. — ( 'arrieil. 'I'lie ("mm- 
cil went into ('oiiimittee of the \\'liole to 
coii.siiler the by-law. 

The l!y-lav.' advocated a nev,' divi.sioii of 
the wards, and named them North, Central 
and .South W'.irils, t lie Cent re ward (for- 
merly Vatea .slieet) being a thin atrip in the 
centre of the otiier two, but being of ex- 
actly the same value according to asacsa- 
ments. 

The eommitlpc rofc after considering 
some of the clauses, rejiorted progress and 
asked leave to ait again. 

Tho by-law to aid the collection of water 
rents and rates in tho oity^was read a 
second time.
